It also prevents apples and 
other fruit from rotting, cures the foot-rot in sheep, 
destroys the rust in wheat, the potato rot, &o. It is 
claimed that this mixture is patented, and the pro- 
prietor, Mr. B. Best of Dayton, Ohio, (for we desire 
to give him the benefit of our circulation, in this ad- 
vertisement, gratis,) asks only $5 for a farm right to 


Our correspondent 
further says: “‘Some think wood cannot be well sea- 
soned unless it is housed. This is a mistake. It can 
be dried better in the open air than in sheds, “but 
sheds are the place to keep it after it is dried.” The 
top of the pile, however, should in all cases be protected 
by a covering of boards or bark. 


Notes from Our Copy Drawer. 


Ratsixe aNp Sgepine pown witn Oats. Mr. 
Sylvanus Laughton of Hallowell writes us some ac- 
count of his growing oats upon land first broke up 
and planted to corn and potatoes. From two acres 
and eight rods of land, he obtained one hundred and 
fourteen bushels of oats that weighed thirty pounds 
to the bushel. Leached ashes to the amount of one 
hundred bushels per acre were applied to the land, 
and an excellent catch of grass was obtained. In cut- 
ting all grain upon ground which has been seeded 
down, it should be cut high. This stubble not only 
protects the young grass from the hot August sun, 
but serves as a sort of winter mulch keeping the grass 
roots protected during the winter. 

A Taeee-tecexp Carr. Mr. Chesmon Butterfield 
gives us an account of a heifer calf recently dropped 
by a cow belonging to Mr. J. Lowell Farnham of Sid- 
ney. This calf is judged to weigh one hundred Ibs., 
but is minus the left fore leg, and he represents 
it as “jumping and frisking about the pen on three 
legs, in an astonishing manner.”” Mr. Farnham 
thinks this deformity was in consequence of putting a 
fetter or stoop on the calf’s dam, last June, to pre- 
vent her from jumping, in consequence of which she 
was obliged to go mostly upon three legs.

Wheat in Maine. 





It is a well known fact, that for the last thirty years, 
as a general thing (but very few localities escaping, ) 
the nridge has almost entirely destroyed the wheat 
crop, not leaving on an average more than from six 
to eight bushels per acre with a full crep of straw.— 
Who can but wonder that our farmers beoome discour- 
a But by a general neglect on their part to sup- 
ply the natural food for these enemies (by refusing to 
sow wheat) they have starved him out; and have suc- 
ceeded in raising fair, and in some places large crops 
for the last three years. As to the raising of winter 
wheat, it is well known by those who have given it a 
fair trial, that but few farms are adapted for that 
purpose, the frequent freezing and thawing in spring 
causing the mischief, making it a very uncertain 
crop. If the question of wheat raising in Maine is 
for the profit alone, we in Cumberland county, as a 
majority, cannot afford it. While in raising sweet 
corn for packing purposes at the rate of from $100 to 
$150 per acre, and flour (superior to that we can 
raise from our own soil,) at $10 per bbl ; ought we 
to be urged to raise wheat, even for the independence of 
the thing? And yelluw corn at the price it now is and 
the prospect that it will be in future, will give a much 
larger profit in favor of corn raising; seeding the 
land to grass after the crop has been removed, or at 
the last hoeing. Still I would recommend that all raise 
wheat who do not wish to go West to mill.

Ihave read many communications upon this eub- 
ject, bat fiad many of them wanting in philosophical 
reasoning. Why do our apples blight? and why are 
what remains upon the trees until ripe so knotty or 
woody, aad irregular in form? By close examination 
you will see that the skins have been broken, and the 
fruit injured when small, which causes much to blight, 
and alse causes the defection of that which matures. 
If the fruit has been injured, what did it? Insects of 
course. [f insects, what insect? From much obser- 
vation [ have been led to believe it to be a little black 
ant, with which you will often see the tree covered, 
leaf and limb. These ants build their nests in the

They used 
to come to charch from the farm in a stout spring 
wagon that could carry nine, and they came right 


The cost of 
even one horse, with all the hay and oats to buy, ex- 
ceeded all expectations. It was little laughable to 
see Mr. B. take in his first load of wood. ‘*Do you call 
that a load of wood?—and you want four dollars and 
a half for it? I used to sell such a load fora dollar 
and a balf op the farm.”’ 

Mr. B. was the first to protest against the price of 
butter, arid all the family were surpris:d at the quan- 
tity required for a year; and as for milk and cream 
that flowed so abundantly on the farm, it was all 
brought in a moderate sized pitcher, and the bill for 
even this stinted measure was not very small.

If 
he is shut up to the rocky soil of New England, he 
may uevertheless learn the profit of “‘a littie farm 
well tilled,’’ by a knowledge of agricultural chemis- 
try, and a study of the produce best suited to his 
market. 

The railway helps him to a ready market for fruits 
and vegetables brought to early. maturity. It is of 
farming as an intelligent pursuit th it we predict more 
satisfactory returns in the course of twenty years than 
can be looked for from the average of business ven- 
tures; and in such farming, young men of intelligence 
and spirit will find a worthy scope for their ambition.

When, 2 little less than a year ago, it was officially 
anounced that the Foarteenth Article of Amendment 
1» the Constitution had been duly ratifed by three- 
fourths of all the States of the Union, and thus become 
a part of the organic law of the land, there was a gen- 
eval feeling of satisfaction that the vexed question, 
«‘Who are citizens of the United States?’ had at last 
heea settled by proclaiming to the world that al! per- 
sons are, who are born or nataralized in the United 
States and are subject to the jurisdiction thereof. All 
citizens of the United States are citizens of the State 
wherein they reside, and as such entitled to the equal 
protections of the laws. Thus civil rights were di- 
raotly secured by the first section of the amendment. 
1: was obviously the purpose of the second section to 
secure political rights also, but it was left discrétion- 
ary with the States to limit the right of suffrage or 
not, only making the proportionate loss of representa- 
tion & penalty for doing so. 

What it was thus sought to do by an indirection, 
the Fifteenth Amendment, the exact text of which 
will be found in our issue of the 6th ult., proposes to 
» complish directly and unequivocally, by declaring 
. vat the right of the citizens to vote shall not be de- 
1 ed by the United States or by any State on account 
. ¢race, color or previous condition, It was believe 
‘nat all questions of “reconstruction,’’ and nearly all 
the controversies growing out of the war would be- 
come adjasted uoder these two amendments without 
turther class legislation. While a poftion of these ad- 
nitted to civil rights should continue to be excluded 
tvom political rights, it was evilent -that the suffrage 
«nestion would continue to agitate the public mind. 
fence Gen. Grant, in his inaugural, ‘entertained the 
hope and expressed the desire’ that the whole ques 
tion might be settled by the ratification of this Fif- 
teenth Amendment, There were gol reasons for 
predicting that it would be adopted. Twenty-eight 
States constitute three-fourths of the whole number 
now admitted into the Union, and it was claimed that 
just that number of Legislatures would be in favor 
of the adoption. > 

Recent developments, however, seem te indicate 
that its adoption is a mstter of serious doubt. At the 
time of the Amendment’s passage through Congress, 
twenty-six States were relied upon with absolute cer- 
tainty, and of these were Indiana, Ohio and Illinois. 
The two remaining States, it was thought, might be 
found in Georgia, and one of the excluded States soon 
to be re-admitted. 

It appears, however, that the conservative members 
of the Indiana Legislature, though largely in the mi- 
nority, all resigned so as to prevent the attendance of 
& quorum, and consequently any action upon the 
amendment. A new election resulted in the choice of 
all those who resigned. The Legislatare of Georgia 
has rejected the Amendment and adjourned. Nor 
have we any reliable assurance that Ohio and Illinois 
will give their assent. Virginia, Mississippi and Tex- 
as will not be in a situation to act at a very early day. 
Under these circumstances, it must be confessed that 
the prospect of securing imparti:l suffrage by means 
of the Fifteenth Amendment, is not as encouraging as 
could be desired. 

The opposition to this change in our fundamental 
law which has been developed, especially in the West, 
reems to arise not only from the old prejudice against 
the negro, but also from a new and morbid fear of the 
tide of Asiatics rapidly. rolling in from the Pacific 
cowt. Thus it would seem that most of the questions 
of substantial importance that are destined to agitate 
American politics, grow out of this conflict of races. 
For fifty years it was the unfortunate African that 
seemed tobe the cause of all our woe. Now John 
Chinaman, at least in the disturbed imagination of. 
out Western brethren, is about to take his place in 
the arena. But there is no terror in his appearance. 
The asylum for the down-trodden of all nations, the 
“their of all the ages,’’ will suffer nothing from his 
inroads. It seems time that we should learn to deal 
with our foreign and barbarous elements con a better 
principle than that of oppression and extermination. 
Nearly a hundred years ago it was one of the grave 
charges against the British King that he endeavored 
to prevent the population of these States by obstruct- 
ing the laws for the naturalization of foreigners, and 
refusing to others to encourage their migration 
hither. ‘Tove States” have now grown great and 
powerful; their civilization outshines that of all the 
kingdoms and empires of the Old World, and there is

Ga In the last Kennebec Journal, Hon. John L. 
Stevens replies to the ciroular signed by Mr. Nye, the 
late State Constable, in relation to the alleged instru- 
mentality of the former in the recent defeat of the 
Police bill in the Legislature. Mr. Stevens states 
that ‘‘at no time during the session of the Legislature 
was there a majority in either branch in favor of the 
bill when the members were all in their seats. In the 
vote in the Senate on the question of its engrossment 
twenty-seven Senators voted and its engrossment. was 
refused. The bill went to the House and when a large 
number of members were absent passed to be engross- 
ed. It came back to the Senate, and on the question 
of receding from its former vote rejecting the bill 
siztcen Senators voted nay, and ten voted yea, and of 
those absent nearly all of them were opposed to the 
bill.”’ He adds: 

“In opposing the passage of the State Police bill, I 
was guided by a sincere conviction that it would prove 
detrimental to the cause of Temperance and Prohibi- 
tion. It is true that nearly siz thousand legal voters 
—one twenty-third of the voting citizens of the State 
petitioned for a State Police, but most of these peti- 
tioners never saw the Police Biil rejected by the Leg- 
islature—a bill so remarkable in its provisions that it 
could command the support of but a very emall mi- 
nority of the people of Maine.’’

New Bounty Law. One of the last bills passed by 
the Fortieth Congress, and which became ‘a law by 
President Johnson's signature, was an additional act 
in relation to soldiers’ bounties. The third section 
provides that the widow, minor children, or parents, 
in the order named, of any soldier who shall have 
died, after being honorably discharged from the mil- 
itary service of the United States, shall be entitled to. 
receive the additional bounty to which such soldier 
would be entitled if living, under the provisions of the 
twelfth and thirteenth sections of an act entitled ‘An 
act making appropriations for sundry civil expenses 
of the government for the year June 30, 1867, 
and for other purposes,”” approved July 28, 1866, and 
the said provisions of said act shall be so construed.

A despatch from Sandy Hook gives the information 
that the brig Charlotte of Bangor was sunk six miles 
off Highland Light by sch. John Shay, hailing from 
Big Egg Harbor. All hands saved. It is thought 
the brig will be saved with the assistance of steam. 


The residence of Mr. Wm. Anderson, known as the 
Stewart place, in Baileyville, caught fire om the 18th 
inst., and was entirely destroyed together with nearly 
all the furniture, bedding and wearing apparel of the 
family. The fire caught from some defect in the chim- 


there being no neighbors within half a mile of the 
house, it was all in fitmes before any one got to it. 
The women did what they could to extinguish it, but 
to no purpose. The loss is estimated at about fifteen 
hundred dollars. 

We learn from the Portland rgys that the dwell- 
ing house of Mr. Chas, Axstin, in Windham, was de- 
stroyed by fire early in the morning of Friday last. 
The fire had made such progress before it was discov- 
ered, that it was with great difficulty that Mr. Aus- 
tin, who lay sick in bed, could be teken out of reach 
of the devouring element. Nothing was saveg except 
the little clothing which the family could hastily grab 
and run with. No insurance.

Seven freight cars rin off the track of the Grand 
‘Travk Railway Friday, about a mile below the New 
Gloucester station. Some of the cars were badly 
smashed. The inward and outward bound passenger 
and mail train from Paris and Bangor were detained 
by the acvident several hours. The train arrived at 
Portland at half-past seven o’clock in the evening, 
which should have been there at half-past two. In 
Lewiston, the Maine Central has been late nearly 
every day this week in consequence of detentions on 
the Grand Trunk. 

Shaw Brothers, the proprietors of several tanneries 
in this State, are to start another in Vanceboro, forty 
miles from Calais, and have also purchased the tan- 
nery at Forest City, of Messrs. D. & H. N. Hall, for 
which they paid some thirty thousand dollars. They 
are erecting & saw mill on the river at Vanceboro, for 
the purpose of sawing lumber with which to erect the 
works for their tannery, says the Calais dvertiser. 

The Brunswick Telegraph s»ys some fifteen years 
since, Mr. J. W. Fisher, of Topsham, sold the feldspar 
ledge, on his farm, toa speculator. Quite recently 
the purchaser has sold it to a firm, James Carr & Co., 
of New York, manufacturers of crockery ware, and 
workmen are soon to go to work on the ledge blasting 
it. The rock will be drawn a short distance to the 
railroad, put upon cars, hauled to Bath, and then 
shipped for New York, to be ground up, preparatory 
to its manufacture. The feldspar from the Topsham 
ledge has been regarded as among the best samples in 
the country, 

Tha new paper mill which is being erected at Tops- 
ham, will be one of the finest in the State, being capa- 

‘ble of manufacturing seven tons of paper per day, 
and employing some eighty hands. The building will 
be of brick, 232 feet long by 66 feet wide, and three 
stories high. The company will be knewn as the 
Topsham Paper Company. _ 

Another sad accident ocourred on the Somerset 
Railroad at Norridgewock, on Friday, March 19th. A 
bank caved in, completely burying two men, one of 
whom was taken out dead, and the other seriously if 
not fatally injured. Did not learnthe names of the 
parties.

The bill supplementary to the act of 1864, to pro- 
yide a national currency, secured by the pledge of 
United States bonds, came up, pending an amend- 
ment that was offered by Mr. Wilson, authorizing an 
increase of $50,000,000 over the issue of circulating 
notes, and providing that in making the issue the 
preference shall be given to banking associations in 
such States and sections of the country as are not ad- 
equately eupplied with banking facilities. 

The propriety of withdrawmg the surplus banking 
circulating from the Eastern States for the benefit of 
the South and West was debated at length, upon sub- 
stantially the same grounds as in the former discussion 
of the same question. :

tered the Executive more. If he (Butler) were to vote 
for either, he would vote for the one on the statute 
book in preference; the Senate was an irresponsible 
body i. irresponsible body was ever dangerous.

We hope it may be found adorning 
many of our homes, and the closer it is studied, the 
stronger hold will it have upon the minds and hearts 
of the people, and it will constantly exert a wider and 
deeper influence upon the religious sentiment of the 
world. 





Tue New Sranisu Constitution. The leading 
features of the draft of the new Spanish Constitation, 
which was réported to the Cortes on Wednesday last, 
are as follows: The government is to be monarchical in 
form, with a Senate and House of Deputies. The 
Senatorial term is limited to twelve years. Senators 
are to be elected by provisional councils—four from 
each province. Deputies to the Congress are to be 
elected every three years by universal suffrage. 

The majority of the committee which reported the 
Constitution are favorable to the separation of the 
State and Church. The minority propose that the 
Roman Catholic be retained as the religion of the 
State, with toleration for other creeds. The liberty of 
the press and the right of public meetings are fully 
guaranteed by the new constitation. 


"The Androssoggin Herald says a very sad acci- 
dent happened at Page’s Mills, one mile from Me- 
chanic Falls, the other day.
